Act. His answer was that such action 
would: have heen “a challenge to the 
Volunteers.” We live in tender-hearted 
times, when even the most arrant political 
failure can depend upon tho polite sym- 
pathy of his opponents. A hundred years 
ago a British Minister would have been 
impeached for a far lighter admission of 
neglect of duty than that to which Mr. 
Birrell confessed yesterday, He admitted, 
with equally impldent candour, the com- 
plete break-down of prosecutions in Ire- 
land undor the Defence of the Realm Act. 
Here, again, with his infallible instinct 
for taking cover, he put the blame upon 
the Act of Parliament. That Act, how- 
ever, became law without a solitary pro- 
test from the Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
We and others insisted at the time that 
the arm of the law would be crippled in 
this country by Section I. of the Act of 
1915, which gives to the most dangerous 
and flagrant agitator the right of trial by 
a jury of his peers Mr. Birrell, who 
“knew far more than Lord Midleton” 
about the state of affairs in Ireland, never 
lifted his voice against the section. He 
must accept full responsibility for its re- 
sults. . | 

We infer with much pleasure that Mr. 
Birrell’s conscience has been touched by 
Irish criticism of his scandalous neglect 
of his duties in this country.’ He was at 
pains yesterday to protest that his pre- 
sence was constantly required in the 
House of Commons, and that he had been 
able to “cram” Ireland during his occa- 
jaunts by motor car in the 
West and South. This defence is 
ridiculous. The policy of. non-inter- 
vention, for whatever it was worth— 
and it was criminally worthless-—de- 
manded a close and arduous study of 
rapidly developing conditions in this 
country. Mr. Birrell studied them from 
Westminster, and one almost detects in 
his evidence an audacious desire to plead 
his absence as an excuse for the results 
of his policy. He left everything to his 
subordinates. Our full report of yester- 
days proceedings «does not contain a 
single word of recognition by Mr, Birrell 
of the patient and loyal services of his 
Under-Secretary. We do not hold Sir 
Matthew Nathan blameless. When he dis- 
covered the tendency of affairs—when he 
first realised that the policy of non-inter- 
vention was leading straight towards 
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The Hands of the Clock. 


The Summer Time Act affects every 
inhabitant of 
Happily, compliance with the Act imposes 
no strain upon intelligence or energy. No 
one need think about it more than twice 
this year. We put our clocks an hour 
forward to-night, and then forget to put 
them back until next October. In that 
way we shall trick ourselves into being an 
hour earlier with all our actions right 
through the summer. The new time will 
be legal, and will be observed by every- 
body. The times for trains, for office, for 
church, and so on, will be unaltered. We 
ourselves perform all the alteration ‘that 
will be necessary by putting on the clock 
to-night. Once we have done that, we 
need think no more about the, next Act 
and its provisions until we are officially 
reminded of them again at the end of Sep- 
tember. In the meanwhile everything will 
apparently go on as usual. Beyond to- 
morrow’ there will, indeed, b> nothing to 
remind us of the change. To-morrow 
morning the mail boat will be an hour 
late by the clock, because the train dur- 
ing its all-night journey will not have been 
able to catch up the clocks which we 
shall all have put against it. Some time 
to-night—at bed-time or during the even- 
ing—we deprive ourselves of an hour 
which we shall not be allowed to take back 
until the end of September. The opera 
tion can be worked out in all sorts of 
ways, and its subtleties form a very fas- 
cinating topic. Except, however, as a 


form of amusement, there is, as we have | 


said, not the slightest need . for anybody 
to puzzle it out, Alter the clock, and 
the clock will do the rest. The achieve- 
ment of “summer time,” by the following 
of this simple instruction, is much easier 
than its explanation.

He went on to 
say that a jackdaw or a magpie would do 
just as well. As another Chief Secretary 
was credited with the belief that Home 
Rule could be killed by kindness, so Mr. 
Birrell appears to have thought that the 
Sinn Fein. movement would perish threugh 
ridicule, and he laid stress upon the ser- 
‘vices of the Abbey Theatre in this respect. 
One point of importance was made by 
Mr. Birrell. He called at the War Office 
and the Horse Guards in March and asked 
for-more soldiers for Dublin, but was re 
fused because there were no men to spare 
from training. With regard to the state- 
ment that he was warned by Lord Midle- 
ton, he said this statement, which was 
quite accurate, only referred to Cork, and 
that. he said nothing about Dublin.

The Italian Front. 


For the first time for many months the 
Italian front has come into prominence 
during the past few days: On this front 
the Austrians are reproducing, with re- 
markable fidelity, the history of the Ger- 
mans’ effort before Verdun. ‘They have 
launched a grand offensive which, like the 
German offensive, clearly possesses a 
major purpose and a minor purpose. It 
is intended, at the best, to break the 
Italian front, or, at the worst, to disin: 
tegrate the Italian organisation for a 
spring offensive in concert with the other 
Allies. In the pursuit of these alterna- 
tive objects the Austrians have an advan- 
tage which the Germans lacked. The 
Germans attacked the strongest sector of 
the French line; the Austrians are attack- 
ing the weakest sector of the Italian line. 
It is a sector inherently weak, although 
the Italians, in the early months after 
their entrance into the war, made every 
effort that could be made to strengthen 
it. To redress the strategic failings of 
her Trentino frontier was one of the chief 
motives which urged our southern Ally 
into the war. The Austrian Tirol pro- 
jects into Italian territory the blunt wedge 
of a mountain bastion, the passes of which 
were before the war in Austrian hands, 
dominating the plains of Lombardy and 
Venetia. Its passes, or some of. them, 
were secured by the Italians in the early 
months of the war. sufficiently to permit 
them to open their offensive across the 
Isonzo to the east without immediate fear 
of a serious threat tostheir communica- 
tions. The Trentino, however, has re 
mained the weak spot in the Italian dis- 
positions, potentially exposed to a heavy 
attack which, by menacing the whole radia- 
tion of their communications, would

The Lord Chancellor said. that Lord Justice 
Holmes was one of the greatest judges that 
had ever sat on the Irish Bench. It was his 
fixed principle to go his duty agcording to his 
conscience, neither fearing lame nor court- 
ing praise. There had been many judges who 
had adorned their Bench who were great 
lawyers; there had been many whose know- 
ledge of law may not have been so profound, 
but whose knowledge of human nature was 
such that as judges they were just and dis- 
tinguished; but in his case there was unques- 
tionably united the two qualities in a remark- 
able degree. His juagments were not for his 
time, but for time to come. His clear and 
logical exposition of the law made these judg- 
ments, like those of the great founders of the 
law, fountains of the law themselves. On the 
other hand, in dealing with the mere human 
elements that predominated in the trial of 
jury cases, and the humbler, though not iess 
important, questions arising on civil bill ap- 
eals, his capacity to discern where the truth 
ay, to distinguish the right from the wrong, 
almost amounted to imspiration. In 
conclusion, the Lord Chancellor said that 
when he went to that court he found the late 
Lord Justice as kindly and as helpful as one 
coula be to another. His patience in listening 
to the suggestions which he made to him was 
as great as if he had been his colleague for 
years on the Bench. «It was only at men 
who could deal with their fellows in that way. 
Lord Justice Holmes was a great man, and 
they all regretted that he hag passed from us. 
The Attorney-General, on behalf of his 
brethren of the Bar, desired to associate him- 
self and them with the generous and appro- 
riate tribute that had been paid to the late 
r@ Justice Holmes. After a very brilliant 
and distinguished course in the Uni- 
versity he was called to their Bar, 
and he very quickly commanded 
the confidence of the solicitor profession 
and of the public. By sheer force of merit 
he rapidly won his way to the foremost ranks 
of the profession, and his career in it was 
marked by his astute knowledge of the law, 
by his honourable and _ fearless advocacy, 
which’ made him always the most formidable 
of opponents and the most valuable of col- 
leagues. These qualities ensured his subse- 
quent success on ig tomas Bench; and for 
many years in the King’s Bench, and after- 
wards in that Court, he discharged the re- 
sponsible duties of his office with great credit 
to himself, with the confidence of the Bar, 
and to the satisfaction of the public. In pri- 
vate life he was a staunch friend pod a 
genial host. He tendered to the members of 
his family, one and all, their sorrowful and 
sincere sympathy. ó

VICTIMS OF. THE 
REBELLION. 
FUNERALS FROM DUBLIN 
CASTLE. 

During the rebellion many of those who 
were shot dead -in the streets, or who died 
in hospital as the result of wounds, were 
temporarily interred in some ¢onvenient 
place. Between sixty and seventy bodies, 
wrapped only in winding sheets, were buried 
in pits made in the garden at the rear of 
Dublin Castle. For the past two days these 
bodies ‘were being exhumed by soldiers, and 
placed in coffins, Many of the bodies were 
claimed by relatives, and were removed to 
their own family burial places. Those which 
were not claimed were re-interred in the

aged 22, son of the late Lieutenant-Colonel 
Clery, took place from ‘the Lower Castle 
Yard yesterday. Mr. Clery was a solicitor’s 
apprentice and a lance-corporal in the Irish 
Rugby Union Volunteers’ Training Corps, 
which formed part of A Company in the Ist 
Dublin Battalion.

Mr. Birrell, late Chief Secretary for Ireland, 

gave evidence to-day before the Royal Com- 

mission appointed to inquire into the Irish 

insurrection and the conduct and degree of 

responsibility of the military and civil 
authorities. 

His examination, which took place at the 


Royal Commissions House, Westminster, be- 
fore Lord: Hardinge (Chairman), Mr. Justice 
Shearman, and Sir Mackenzie Chalmers, the 
members of the Commission, occupied the 
whole of to-day’s sitting, 

In an opening statement, Mr. Birrell dealt 
with the state of affairs existing before the 
outbreak, and gave the reasons which led to 
the adoption of the policy of non-inteftvention. 


MR. BIRRELL’S STATEMENT, 


Mr. Birrell, who arrived at the Commis- 
sions House at ten minutes to eleven o'clock, 
took his seat in the witness chair as soon as 
the Commissioners opened the proceedings. 

He said that he had seen Sir Matthew 
Nathan’s statement, and he had no additions 
to make in regard to it. Mr. Birrell added 
that he had prepared a statement of a rather 
general character on Sinn Feinism, and at 


The statement was as follows :— 
The spirit of what to-day is called Sinn 
Veiniam is mainly composed of the old 
hatred and distrust of the British eonnection, 
always noticeable in all classes and im all 
places, varying in degree, and _ finding 
different ways of expression, but always there 
as the background of Irish politics and 
character. Dr. Newman, on coming over to 
Dublin as an English Catholic, in the very 
middle of the last century, discovered it for 
himself, and was amazed and disgusted at its 
virility, and was very glad to get away from 
it. This dislike, hatred, disloyalty (so un- 
intelligible to many Englishmen) is hard to 
define, but easy to discern, though incapable 
of exact measurement from year to year. You 
may assume it is always there, and always 
dangerous. Reafons are often given for its 
yersistency despite efforts to obliterate it. 
Had Catholic Emancipation accompanied the 
Act of Union, had the land tenure reform 
been ante-dated half a century, had the Pro- 
testant Church of Ireland been disestablished 
a little more to please the Irish people and 
not. so much to gratify the British Noncon- 
formist, had the University question been 
earlier settled, it is possible, though not ob- 
vious, that this spirit of Sinn Feinigm might 
by now have been exorcised. It has, in point 
of fact, been immensely weakened and re- 
stricted, and out of many Irish breasts it 
may, perhaps, have been removed altogether. 
TRANSFORMATION, 
The last twenty years have worked trans- 
formation. The face of the country is changed. 
Self-government has been established in the 
counties on the most democratic plan, and 
with the most democratic results ever devised 
or accomplished, even by Tories, and, 
though the experiment was a risky one, it 
has, on the whole, succeeded. he Irish 
Local Government Board, though much ex- 
posed to criticism, and coming in for a fair 
share of abuse, is essentially an Irish Board, 
and wholly outside what is called, often most. 
uninstructedly, “the Castle’’ influence. The 
Congested Districts Board, with enl 
statutory powers and a very considerable in- 
come, is also essentially an Trish Board, and 
within its powers and within its j1ecome 
supreme. e Department, as it is called, of 
Agriculture and Technica] Instruction is Irish 
in all its ways, quarrels and pursuits. And 
yet, despite these things, and in the face of 
prosperity among the farmers, cottages for 
the labourers, and control over her most im- 
portant affairs, no close observer of Ireland 
as a whole during the last two, years or so 
could fail to notice that this Sinn Fein spirit 
was increasing. For a number of years the 
Home Rule controversy, which seemed at 
last to be on its way to a Parliamentary solu- 
tion, absorbed most of the energies of active 
politicians, whilst those who were out of 
real sympathy with a mowsment which seemed 
to them limited and unromantic, were content 
to allow the controversy to be conducted in 
Parliament by able leaders, and to ran its 
course, whilst they staye@ at home and at- 
tended, or at least supported,the Gaelic League 
and other kindred and influential societies. 
THE IRISH LITERARY REVIVAL. | 
This period was also marked by & genuine 
literary Srish revival, in prose, poetry, and the 
drama, which has produced remarkable books 
and plays, and a school of acting, all char- 
acterised by originality and independence of 
thought and expression, quite divorced from 
any political party, and all tending towards 
and feeding latent desiree for some kind of 
separate Irish national existence.

SOME “CAUSES” OF ANTIPATHY. 

There are a number of contributory causes, 
which lately have created antipathy to con- 
stitutional methods and tended to increase 
in numbers. First—growing doubts about the 
actual advent of Home Rule. If the Home 
Rule Bill had not been placed on the Statute 
Book there must have been in Ireland and the 
United States a great and dangerous explosion 
of rage and disappointment, which when the 
war broke out would have assumed the most 
alarming proportions in Ireland. All (outside 
parts of Ulster) would have joined hands. 
whilst our reports from Washington tell us 
what the effect in America would have been. 
Still, even with Home Rule on the Statute 
Book, the chance of its ever becoming a fact 
Was so uncertain, the outstanding difficulty 
about Ulster was so obvious, and the details 
of the measure itself were so unattractive 
ana difficult to transmute into telling plat- 
form phrases, that Home Rule as an emo- 
tional flag fell out of daily use in current Irish 
life. People left off talking about it, or wav- 
ing it in the air. 

Second—In Ireland, whenever Constitutional 
and Parliamentary procedure cease to be of 
absorbing influence, other men, other methods, 
other thoughts, before somewhat harshly 
snubbed, come rapidly to the surface, and 
secure attention, sympathy and support. The 
sneers of the O’Brienites, the daily naggings in 
the Dublin Irish Independent also contributed 
to the partial eclipse of Home Rule, ang this 
eclipse foretold danger. 

_Third—The Ulster rebellion, the gun run- 
ning at Larne, the Covenant, the Provisional 
Government, and its members, its plan of war- 
fare in Belfast, its armed volunteers and 
public drillings, and all the rest. of the pomp 
and circumstances of revolution, had the most 
prodigious effect upon disloyalists elsewhere. 
There was no anger with the Ulster rebels. 
Catholic Ireland was very proud of them. 
- What they are alowed to do we can do.” 
This needs ‘no elaboration. from me. 
Fourth—Vhen came the war on the 4th 
August, 1914. This was the moment of the 
greatest risk. Nobody could foretell what 
would happen in Ireland, or what. her aiti- 
tude would be. It might easily have 
demanded 60,000 soldiers to keep her down. 
Mr. Redmon 's spontaneous, patriotic, coura- 
geous, but British, speech, was a bold stroke 
and bravely has it succeeded. One hundred 
and fifty thoysand Irish volunteer soldiers are 
fighting as Irish soldiers know how to fight 
on the side of Great Britain. To me it is 
marvellous. But there were in Ireland men 
and women who thought that Mr. Redmond 
had thrown away a great opportunity, a 
that he should have struck a bargain with 
the Crown ere he consented to become a re- 
cruiting officer for it. These men were in a 
small minority. Ireland preserved an unt 
broken front with the rest of the United 
Kingdom and the Empire, and this she did 
to the bitter disappointment of Germany. 
But the minority were still there, and were 
sliortly to be increased in numbers. 

Fifth—The Coalition Government, with Sir 
Edward Carson in it. It is impossible to de- 
scribe or over-estimate the effect of this in 
Ireland. The fact that Mr. Redmond could, 
had he chosen to do so, have sat in the same 
Cabinet with Sir Edward Carson, had no 
mollifying influence. Jf Mr. Redmond had 
consented, he would, on the instant, have 
ceased to be an Irish leader. This step seemed 
to make an end of Home Rule, and 

hened the Sinn Feiners enormously 
all over the country. 

Sixth—The prolongation of the war, and its 
dubious end. Irish criticism of the war and 
its chances were not of the optimistic cast 
that prevail in Britain.

CLOCKS TO BE ALTERED 

A good deal of doubt still prevails about 
this new Measure, the- Summer Time Act, 
which received the assent of the King on 
Wednesday last and comes into operations to- 
night, when all wise and law-abiding folks will 
put their clocks forward one hour, and either 
go to bed one hour earlier to-night or rise an 
hour earlier to-morrow. Ireland has some 
excuse for ignorance regarding the new ‘aw, 
for it was only just over a week ago that its 
application to this country became definitely 
known, whereas through the efforts of Mr. 
Willett and his Daylight Saving Bill English- 
men have been familiar with the daylight-sav- 
ing idea for several years. ere is much 
discussion about the Summer Time Act, but 
its working is simplicity itself. Just put on 
your clock and watch an hour, and work, 
play, and sleep when their fingers indicate 
the appointed hour. The Lora Lieutenant 
has issued a poster which sets forth very clearly 
the provisions of the Act. Its text is as 


follows :— 
IMPORTANT. 
ALTERATION OF TIME. 

In the night of Saturday-Sunday, May 
20-21, at 2 a.m. the time on all railways, av all 
post offices, and other Government establish- 
ments will be put forward one nour to ó a.m. 
The altered time will be 
pet during the summer. For instance, 
icensed houses, factories ang workshops, and 
other establishments where hours are regulated 
by law, will be required to observe the altered 
time. 

The Government requests the public to put 
forward all clocks and watches by one hour 
during the night of Saturday, May 20. Nor- 
mal time wil] be restored at 2 a.m. on the 
might of Saturday-Sunday, September W- 
October Ist. 

The chief object of this measure at the pre- 
sent time is to reduce the number of hours 
during which artificial lighting is used in the 
evenings and’So save to the nation part of the 
fuel and .eíl for lighting, and release, large 
quantities of coal which are urgently needed 
for other purposes arising from the war.

WISDOM AND WEALTH, — 

In other words the Act is a translation into 
practice of the proverb “early to bed and 
early to rise,” and individuals may reason- 
ably hope to increase in wisdom ana wealth 
this summer, for the morning hours are the 
freshest, and householders should be able to 
save gas and oi]. Whatever individuals may 
think of the measure they will have to fall 
into line, for there will be no- withstanding the 
example of the railways, post office, and 
banks. Flowever, the measure, so far as it 
has become known,has met with a favourable 
reception, and indeed there can be little 
objection to it. No one can suffer harm trom 
rising an hour earlier, in fact most people will 
benefit, from it, while as they will leave work 
in reality an hour earlier then usual—though 
by the clocks it will be the usual time—they 
wil] have an hour’s more daylight, making the 
long summer evenings yet longer. As most 
summer recreation is obtained out of doors 
the extra daylight should be a welcome gift. 

The only classes who may regard the Act 
as superfluous are those whose agricultural 
occupations usually commence at daybreak, 
but their calling makes them alter their work- 
ing hours in the ordinary course of events, 
and all they will have to do if they do not 
like the Act is to start work an hour later— 
by the ciock. 

The economy in fuel to be effected by the 
Act seems to have been the deciding factor 
in its ready acceptance by Parliament and by 
the people of the United Kingdom. It should 
be a very real one, and estimates have placea 
the probably saving, apart from that in are 
holds, at some millions of pounds for this one 
summer. Taking the population of the United 
Kingdom as 45 millions, the average household

woula amount to £125,000, a 

stupendous figure, but not an unreasonable 

one. At a large school in the Dublin area 

the idea was adopted a week ago, and 

the saving in fuel and lighting--has exceeded 

all expectations, for it came to the remark- 

able amount of two tons of coal in one 
week. 

Some objection has been raised to the Act 
on the groufid that those individuals or firms 
who wished to adopt the advantage it con- 
fers could do so on their own initiative, and 
without the need of its provisions. There is 
no ground in the objection, for lack of uni- 
formity in practice would have brought 
about confusion. When everyone regulates 
their movements according to the altered 
clocks there will be no confusion, and to- 
morrow and thenceforward throughout the 
summer things will just go on as usual. 
Trains will run according to the same time 
tables, business will commence and finish at 
the same hours, and Church Services will 
be held also at the same hours. There is 
not the slightest need for any hesitation, 
query, or doubt, once the clocks and watches 
have been altered to-night. Mariners who 
come into port since the adoption of the 
measure may be puzzled at arriving 
a an hour late, but their surprise 
will be mitigated by the fact that they are 
quite habituated to the adoption of the 
strange times they find in foreign ports. 

NO NOVELTY. 

The United Kingdom is not adopting a 
novelty by passing the Act, for similar 
measures het already been adopted by the 
chief European nations, including those at 
war with us, even by Bulgaria. The rail- 
way companies, banks, business houses, and 
various bodies are giving instructions to their 
employés to alter their watches and clocks, 
ve -it is well, perhaps, to remind managers 
who have not yet done so to give such in- 
structipns to their men to-day. 

Those responsible for the care of public 
clocks and clocks in offices will have a busy 
time this week-end. For instance, there are 
thirty-four clocks at the Bank of Ireland, 
thirty-one at the London.and North-Western 
Railway offices, forty-seven at tho Great 
Northern Railway of Ireland offices, and 
twenty at the National University. The 
alteration of public clocks will be one of the 
biggest tasks. The public in Dublin look 
to the “‘ Ballast Office ” clock as their chief 
timekeeper, and it will, of course, be altered 
like the rest. At present, as the result of 
damage to the wires, it is not controlled 
automatically from Dunsink Observatory, 
though it is regularly checked... It will, 
perhaps, also be news to some that the time 
ball which used to work on the roof of 
the ‘‘ Ballast Office ”” has been removed, and 
is to be erected at the port, where its 
utility will be greater, being there under the 
observation of navigating officer

VIEWS OF NATIONALIST LEADERS. 

You need not answer this question unless 
vou like, Who were the Trish leaders who 
advised you most? Well, in the first place | 
formed. a pretty clear estimate of my own, 
and I do not think that J] was enormously in- 
fluenced by other people.

On 
that point there was a strong difference of 
opinion between the two. 

Was Mr. Dillon equally in favour of non- 
intervention’? Yes, in the absence of proof of 
hostile association with the enemy. If there 
had been any proof of hostile association with 
the enemy, particularly against individuals, he 
would h-ve been in favour of prosecution. 
WARNINGS OF IMPENDING TROUBLE. 

What specific warnings of impending trouble 
did you have? De you mean in Dublin? 

Anywhere, but especially in Dublin’? I 
think you have to distinguish very clearly be- 
tween the two. So far as the country gene- 
rally was concerned, we had the reports of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, who sent them in 
almost daily from every district in Ireland. 
Ireland lives under the microscope. We had 
in these reports information which would en- 
able anybody in London or Dublin to form a 
very correct general estimate of the feeling of 
the country side. The feeling varied very 
much in different localities. It varied very 
much according to the character of the priest. 
If the curates of the administrators, as they 
are called, were not Sinn Feinere, then the 
movement would die out in those localities. 
If, on the other hand, the Sinn Feiners were 
favoured and fostered by the clergy, they ex- 
tended. From these reports I had no difficulty 
in coming to a pretty just view as to the 

eneral fect of Sinn Feinism, or of the Irish 
‘olunteers, al] over the country. 
THE DUBLIN DIFFICULTY. 

But when you come to Dublin, continued 
the witness, you are under the Metropolitan 
Police, not the R.LC. 

Í always felt I was very ignorant of what 
was actually going on in the minds and 
cellars, if you Tike of the Dublin population. 
I was always exceedingly nervous about what 
would happen. Therefore, I distinguish very 
much between the state of things going on in 
Dublin and that in the rest of the country. 
So far as Dublin is concerned I do not know 
that Sir Matthew ‘Nathan was not more in a 
position to know than I was. I am not con- 
scious of any ‘warning until towards the end 
—the 16th of April: I heard at different 
times that there were opinions that the Castle 
was going to be taken, but it never came off. 
I am not aware of any warning beyond what 
I saw in the streets, and on that I took very 
decided views. - I had a conference at the War 
Office on March 20th, 1916, and at the Horse 
Guards on March 23rd, in reference to the 
supply of more soldiers to Dublin. The view 
I put beforé Lord Kitchener and other mili- 
tary authorities was that we should have more 
soldiers in the streets of Dublin. The impres- 
sion I got, walking about the streets, was that 
Sinn Feinism was in a certain sense in pos- 
session. Í put that as forcibly as I could to 
General Friend. I said: “ Let the soldiers be 
seen in the streets; march them about, and 
let the people see the force they will have to 
contend with.” I was told by the military 
authorities that they were busy training the 
soldiers, and that they could not be spared, 
and that, if there was any trouble, the troops

IN CONSTANT COMMUNICATION WITH 
THE CASTLE. i 
We were in constant communication with 
the Castle, continued Mr, Birrell, and con- 
nected by wire with thé Under Secretary. 
Parliament has unfortunately been sitting for 
the past few years all the year round, and 
therefore my visits to Ireland have been at 
Christmas, Easter, and Whitsuntide, and 
sometime or other during the summer. . 
have not lived much at the Lodge, but during 
a!i these years I have spent short holidays, 
three or four times a year, in Ireland, ana 
owing to the use of motors I have been far 
more in al] parts of Ireland than any Chief 
Secretary who has preceded me.

When they thought 
that it involved a commitment by the Govern- 
ment by the Government for the payment 
ez gratia of two or three millions of money, 
and of the proverbial slowness with whic 
eat bodies move, they had every, reason to 
thankful for so speedy @ decision. (Ap- 
plause.) Of this he was certain, that by act- 
ing as a united body, they were able to con- 
aidhe His Excellency’s offer much sooner than 
if each sufferer was acting for himself. He 
was fortified in this view by an experience 
when, as representing the general body of the 
sufferers, they approached Sir Robert Chal- 
mets, and of. their reception by him. Sir 
Robert Chalmers arrived in Ireland for the 
first time last Monday week, and when they 
learned of his arrival on Wednesday morning 
a deputation from the Committee lost no 
time in laying siege to him at Dublin Castle. 
(Hear, hear, and hter.) Though they had 
no appointment. they were received , without 
delay. Sir R. Chalmers told them that he 
had written on the subject of the destru,tion 
of property in Dublin to the Prime Minister 
the. night before; He entered at once into 
the business and gave them an hour «f his 
time discussing it, At his desire the «puta. 
tion called again at 10 o'clock next morning, 
and after another long conference a scheme 
of settlement was outlined on the assamp- 
tion . (regarding which Sir Robert Chauners 
could, of course, give them no assurance) that 
the Government. would. be willing to assume 
responsibility with their losses. Later the 
same day Mr. Asquith, in reply to a depu- 
tation of the county and city members in 
London, announced . that the Govenment 
would feel bound to “‘ step in.” (Applause.) 
He should be very ungrateful if he failed to 
take this opportunity of paying a tribute to 
Sir Robert Chalmers, on behalf of himself and 
the members of ithe deputation who accom- 
panied him, for| his courteous. reception of 
them, and the sympathetic and business-like 
manner in which he.dealt with their case.
